The expansion of the Dominion markets 
could not be rapid enough to meet the 
situation, and the European_markets could 
not meet it.

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Mr. McKenna answered ‘the question by 
pointing to what had been done in the 
United States. In 1921 there were five 
million unemployed in America, and 
within eighteen months, owing to the 
growth of internal trade which a change 
in the country’s financial policy produced, 
every man had been re-absorbed by in- 
dustry.

About 400 Separatiste marched into 
Dusseldorf yesterday, but it is reported that 
their intention of declaring a republic was 
defeated. 

At Muncher-Gladbach the Separatists have 
been routed, and the Burgomaster, whom 
they appointed, killed in the course of the 
street fighting.

For beyond — — 
captured so dearly lies all the th of 
Flarders before even the Rhine is reached, 
and before the artillery of the attack can 
move forward and re-register, a new line of 
entrenchments not less strong than the old 
has been prepared by the enemy. 

„But an advance of three or four miles in 
the Gallipoli Peninsula would produce 
strategic results of a decisive character. We 
have not at present enough high * 
shell for a sustained and continuous offensive 
in France, but the comparatively small quan- 
tities which are required at the Dardanelles 
are available. Here there is no room for new 
lines to be formed in rear, and no retreat for 
either side but into the sea. Every 500 yards 
gained here is an important step towa an 
imminent and vital result. And what a re- 
sult! | 
““ As soon aa our troops can obtain positions 
from which the Kilid Bahr plateau can 
rendered untenable the whole Tarkish army 
concentrated there is lost. As soon as the 
plateau of Kilid Bahr is in our hands the 
forts on the European side must be evacuated 
by the enemy. ose on the Asiatic are com- 
manded from the European side.

THE REMEDY. 

Where then shall we look for a remedy? 
The Prime Ministers of the Dominions are 
now conferring with our own Ministers on 
schemes for the development of Imperial 
trade, a development which we should all 
heartily welcome, though we might not all be 
of one mind as to the precise method to be 
pursued. But the expansion of the markets 
of the Dominions cannot be rapid enough to 
deal with the present situation as promptly 
as the urgency of the case demands. We 
have great e tions of Imperial trade, 
but we recognise that it is a matter for the 
long future. On the other hand, it must be 
agreed that we cannot look for any sub- 
stantial improvement in foreign trade while 
Europe remains as it is. Where, then, are 
we to turn? We are driven back upon our- 
selves. If remedy at all is to be found, we 
must seek it in growth of our own in- 
ternal trade. 

Here I am confronted with a preconception 
which it is difficult to remove. The in- 
habitants of an island were once wittily 
described as living by taking in each other s 
washing. It was a most unfortunate phrase, 
as, by a false association of ideas, we are 
apt to apply it to any proposals for internal 
development. There is in truth no real dis- 
tinction between internal and external trade. 
A year ago your trade with Southern Ire- 
land was internal. To-day your trade with 
Southern Ireland is external. It is just a 
matter of territorial limits, Customs barriers 
and Government regulations. It does not 
touch the vital essence of trade, which is the 
exchange of goods and services for goods and 
services wherever produced or wherever 
rendered.

AMERICAN EXAMPLE. 


External conditions, then, being as they 
are, the question is: How far is it possible 
for us to have any improvement in internal 
trade? It is a difficult problem, and I do 
not wish to dogmatise upon it. Perhaps we 
can throw some light on the problem if we 
look at what has * pened recently in the 
United States. In the autumn of 1921 the 
trade depression in that country was excep- 
tionally acute. The officially accepted esti- 
mate of the number of unemployed at that 
timo reached the unprecedented total of five 
millions, . Eighteen months later it was re- 

rted that the whole of the unemployed had 
bá absorbed. The trade depression had 
been succeeded by great activity, prosperity 
had become general, and unemployment had 
giten place to an actual shortage of labour. 
All the while, the external trade conditions 
were just as bad for the United States as 
for us. 
States are not as dependent as we are “b5 
foreign trade, the answer comes at once t 
eighteen months earlier America had vastly 
more unemployment than we had, and more 
even in proportion to population. Something 
must have happened in the United States 
which dia not happen here; something which 
stimulateu their internal trade, while no 
similar stimulus operated on ours. 


NO MYSTERY. 

There is no mystery about what happened 
in the United States... Their financial policy, 
as with us, had been one of forcing down 
prices by a restriction of credit and a re- 
duction of the purchasing power of the 
public. In the autumn of 1921 this policy 
was for the time being abandoned. The re- 
striction on the increase in bank credit was 
removed. Bank its grew, prices of

SIR ARTHUR BALFOUR’S VIEW. 


Presiding at the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce in London yesterday, 
Sir Arthur Balfour said that inflation was as 
malignant a disease as cancer. I) was, no 
doubt, a very necessary evil during the war, 
but it was really another form of capital levy. 

Inflation caused people to live in a fool’s 
paradise; it reduced the efficiency of the 
people and the production of the country. 

Lord Kylsant, President of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, declared emphatically 
that the City of London was behind him in 
his warning as to the appalling risks of in- 
fiation. 

Mr. Bruce, Premier of Australia, at the 
luncheon of the Association, said that Britain's 
position among the commercial nations of the 
world was in most sérious jeopardy. Unless 
something could be done to restore British 
industry, then her case in the future was a 
very parlous one. He saw no possibility 
of Europe being restored and the reparations 

roblem settled in time to help or save 


ritain.
